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Dulation is the Poifon which the 
’ Devil flyly infinuated into the 
human Frame, juft as it came 
KS fair. and faultlefs from the 
Hands of the great Creator ; 
nor could the ‘Tooth of the 
Serpent have circulated fo fubtile 
a Venom thro’ the Veins as his 
Toncue did thro’ the Hearts of our firft Parents. 
Ye frail be as Gods, has been the Language 
that has ever fince entrapp’d the Sons of Adam. 

‘The Adulation paid to a Prince is the moft dan- 
gerous Species of this Vice. He never has his Pat- 
tions fiatter’d, without thinking at the fame Time, 
that they ought to be fed. And Vanity has been 
}nown to be fo voracious that it hath fuck’d the 
Lett Blood, and drain’d the laft Penny from Na- 
tions: This is the Food on which Severeign Vanity 
cin alone fubfift. The worft of the firit twelve 
Koman Empcrors came to the Imperial Purple with 
humane, nay virtuous Sentiments ; but Adulation 
turn’d them into Monfters——It found out their 
lafiions ; it flatter’d them; it ftrengthened them 
till they roe into Frenzy, and prey’d upon all the 
human Race. 

The Parliaments of Old England feem to have 
been exceeding fenfible of the Danger there might 
be in flattering even the Weaknefles of their Prince: 
"They knew that the fmalleft Foidle he poflefs’d 
was pot confin’d to his own Perfon; that it might 
be ftrengthened if not timely curb’d; that if it was 
once ftrenzthened it would feek to be gratify’d, 
and that it could not be gratify’d but at the Ex. 
pence of the People. We therefore find upon the 
Rolls of Parliament, and in our oldeft, honeftett 
Hiftorians, very plain Language ufed by the Par- 
Jiaments to their Princes; and the latter receiving 
the bittere{t Rebukes for their Vanity and Partiality 
éo forcion Interc/ls, not as defign'd Affronts, but as 
wholfome Cha/tifements. 

Mathew Paris tells us, when Henry the II. 
ask’d Moncey to defray the Expence of a foreign Ex- 
pedition, which bis People thought did not at all 
concern OLp ENGDAND; That his Parliament told 
hun, * dt was very impudent in bim to ask Money 
tor any Juch Purpofes, and thereby impaverifbing bis 
Subjects at home, by his Jquandering it 1° tdle Expe- 
aittons ; and that they flatly refus'd to his Teeth, 
Jutplying hima on any fuch Account. Upon his re- 
monitrating ¢ that he had engaged his. Royal Word 
* to go abroad in Perfon that Ycar——— and that he 
“ muit have a Supply’ t They ask himwhat bas 
become of all the Adoney he hat alveady gulld them 
of, and how it comes tole lavifh'd without TH1s 
Aingdim being one Shilling the detter.

Remonftrances. We find them expelling Foreig- 
ners, and Englifhmen with foreign Hearts, from a- 
bout the Perfons of their Kings, and reftraining 
the Violence of their Paffions for expofing them- 
felves abroad, by Aéts of Oppreflion, One of 
the greateft and moft victorious of our Princes, 
Edward the Ift,- had an inordinate Defire of mak- 
ing, in Perfon, a Campaign in Flanders, that he 
might fupport a Confederacy he had enter d into to 
reduce the Power of France, and had demanded 
on extraordinary Supply for that Purpote. The 
People conceiving that the Quarrel was very in- 
different to England, ftrongly oppos'd his leaving 
the Kingdom upon any fuch idle Expedition : * The 
People of England, {aid they, don’t think it proper 
for you to go to Flanders, wnle/s you can fecure, out 
of that Country, fome Equivalent which may indem- 
nify us for the Expence. 

We havea like Inftance in the Reign of that great 
and powerful King, Flemry the Id, who had large 
foreign Dominions near cnough to England to have 
given great Weight to whatever he fet his Heart 
upon. ‘This Prince being ftrongly tempted to make 
an Expedition abroad, in Perion, became fo fond 
of the Propofal, that he laid it before his Par- 
liament, with a moft earneft Requeft that they 
would confent to it; + it being the fole and 
darling Purpofe of his Heart. But his Parliament 
thought that he had no Bufinefs abroad, and { that 
it was much better for bim teReepile Afoncy at 
home ; accordingly the Queftion was put, and car- 
ry’d for an Addrefs to the King to keep within his 
own Dominions according to his Dury. Edward 
the III. likewife receiv’d feveral Mortifications of 
the fame Kind; and it appears from the whole 
Stream of our Hiftory, that the great Care of our 
Anceftors was to root from the Breafts of their 
Kings every Principle of Vain Glory, which the 
more ridiculous it is, becomes the more expenfive 
to the Nation; and every Partiality for foreign In- 
terefts, ever bootlefs, if not deftrudtive to Eng- 
land, 

In what a Condition can we fuppofe the Liber- 
ties and Wealth of the Nation would have been 
at that Time, had any of its Princes render’d Eng- 
land dependant upon a barren, beggarly Corner of 
his own Inheritance. The Quarrcls of our Kings 
upon the Continent, in thole Days, touch’d the 
Honour ‘of the King of England, and they were 
maintain’d by the Regal Patrimony ; the People, 
excepting upon very extraordinary Occafions, ne- 
ver contributed to the Expence; yet they ima- 
gin’d they had an Intereft in the Perfon of thei 
Prince ; they laid Claim to his Prefence; they 
thought his Oath reftrain’d him from leaving his 
Regal Dominions without their Confent, or at 
leaft Approbation ; and they profecuted, even to 
Capital Penalties, every Man whom they fo much 
as fulpected of giving aa Advice that favour’d the

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Intereft of any foreign Dominion, in Prejudice to 
that of Old England. 

It was by thete Princip'es her Honour was 
tranfmitted pure and unfullied thro’ fo many Ge- 
nerations; nor in all the long Review of the 
Englifh Annals, betwixt the Conqueft and the 
Revolution, is there one Inftance of our Arinics 
ever acting in any Quarrelin a /econd o4 inferior 
Capacity. While ‘this Principle was maintan’d, 
the National Power eafily and glorivutly fupported 
the National Honour , every Victory we gain'd 
was attended by Profit to ourjelves, and every 
Damage that was fuffer'd, fell rather upon the 
Prince than the People. 

It has been more than once taken Notice of in 
the Courfe of thefe Papers, that the Act of Limi- 
tation was propofed as a Preventive of ture Cone 
fequences, which it was natural to fulpect mistht 
arife from that Partiality which Princes are pre- 
fum'd to entertain for their Native Country. This 
Partiality, when reftiain’d within the bounds of 
Decency, is not only pardonable bu laudable; but 
if ever the fomentins, and improving ie ity open, 
barefac’d Difregard of the Honour ot Breland (hall 
become the Price oF Power; il ever che lire- 
re{t of the leaft and the latt of the G ——~ E——-teg 
fhould become the Standard to the ager ndizing of 
which, at our Expence, every M r mnutt ci- 
ther bid, or be ftripp’d of all his Credit, we may 
then pronounce, that nothing is left us but one 
Struggle, the Violence of which muft cither fhake 
off the Difeafe, or compleat our Mifery. That no 
Steps of this Kind has been yet taken by any of our 
pretent R——] Fy, Lam bound to believe and 
maintain; hut I believe, at the fame Time, there 
is nota Man in England, who doubts that the Ln- 
folence of the H-———s has ben great, and in- 
fupportable to the Exg/ifs Army: That their Cow- 
ardice, their Pride, aud their Rapacioufnels, were 
the Caufes why we were, at this Time, Loters 
by all the Advantages fo loudly boafted of in the lat 
Campaign: And it is impoflible for the two Na- 
tions ever to ferve again in the fame Camp. 

It therefore, as Englifomen, we have the leatt 
Spark of Loyalty to the King of England, we 
fhhould be free of all Adulation upon this Occation ; 
the M r who ufes any, ought to be the 
Object of every Man’s Detettation ; and all of us 
fhould endeavour to fnatch our common Father 
from the ungrateful Task of fiding with the Peo- 
ple, by whofe generous Gilt he is a great and-a 
powertul King, apainft anether People for whom 
Nature ought vo plead ftrongly in his Breatt, This 
more than Roman Vertue would infallibly be ex- 
erted, if ever the (ueftion with his M———y 
came to be betwixt the Intereft of AZ r and 
the Honour of K———d; bue then we are to 
remember that the /feroe is generally affum'd at the 
Expence of the A/an, and thas our Duty is to en- 
deavour to reconcile the exalted Virtue of the fir- 
mer, tothe natural Affettions of the latter. The 
beft, the readytt, and moft dutiful Meehod of ef- 
fecting this is, by following the Exampls of our 
brave Anceftors, who had fuch a Rezard for the 
Honour of their Kings, in that of their Country, 
that they never fuffer'd any Confideration to com: 
into Cumnpetition with cither. As we ae yet Tag 
dependant, it is to be hop'd that the greet [ffs 
tinction of Englifhmen aud H s will fob,

€Conflantinople, November 20. 

The following is a Tranflation of the Cajme, lately 
arrived at the Sublime Porte, from the Governor 
of Mufful, Abdilzzelil Oglou Huffein Pafcia. 

On the 25th of laft Moon of Ceazep, being 
Sabbath Day, Nadir Shah, witha numerous Army, 
being arrived at Muflul, pitch’d his Tents in the 
Neighbourhood of the Place, near what is called 
the Village of the Prophet Jonas; where, after 
having made a Stay of fome Days, on the 2d of 
laft Month of Saban, he himfelf rofe up, and, in 
Perfon, took a ‘Turn round the whole Place, to 
obferve its Situation ; and, having raifed Batteries, 
and made Entrenchments, to form the Siege of the 
faid Place, he approached it with his Troops; and, 
on the 4th of the faid Moon, began, to batter it 
in twelve Parts with great Cannon: And on the 
8th, which was a Friday, at 10 o’Clock, he threw 
an infinite Number of Bombs from twelve Batte- 
rics azainft it, continuing Night and. Day ; when 
the Helieged had great Difficulty to fave the ad- 
vane’d Works from the Exccution of the Bombs ; 
perfifting with incredible Courage in the Defence, 
by firing continually againgt the Affailants ; which 
Fire, on both Sides, lafted eight Days and eight 
Nights, and the Bombs thrown againft the Place 
were counted upwards of 70,000, befides the con- 
tinual firing of Muskets. After this, he caufed 
the River Tygris to be cut off, in the Neigh- 
bourhood of a Place called Cara Sarai, and.to be 
turned into the other Channel. He preffed the 
Befieged continually with Numbers of his. Troops, 
who not in the leaft abating in their Courage, 
both I, and the Governor of Aleppo, his Excel- 
lency Huffein Pafcia, with a military Example, in- 
ceffantly animated the Garrifon, and clofely at- 
tended the repairing of thofe Parts that had been 
ruined by the Cannon of the Enemy; who hav- 
ing formed Mines, and in eight Days Time pro- 
vided all Sorts of Inftruments, efpecially 1700 Lad- 
ders, which he made his Soldiers carry upon their 
Shoulders for the Afflault; and having paffed the 
‘Tigris with all his Troops to apply the faid Scales 
tothe Walls. In the mean time 4 fet Fire to the 
Mines ; two of which, by mere Providence, turn- 
ing backwasds, buried a great Number of their 
Men, and the reft of the Mines remained without 
the leaft Operation; notwithftanding which, he 
forced his ‘Troops to the Affault, and:to apply the 
Ladders: But the Befieged were as a€tive in repel+ 
ling them, with Grenadoes, Bombs,. and: Fire- 
arms, making. a continual Slaughter of the ime 
pertinent Enemies. The Fight between the two 
Parties, lafting feveg Hours,. it being Friday, after 
which, at about the 8th Hour, our Troops had 
the Succefs, by the particular Providence of the 
juft God, to get the better, and to remain Con- 
querors, having cut off 54000 Enemies; and the 
Remainder of their Troops, not being any longer 
able to withftand the heroic Courage of our vic- 
torious Soldiers, were forced to fly, and to retire 
to their Camp; whilft we had but 40 in all of our 
Men killed, during the whole Time of this Siege 
and Aétion. In fhort, all the Projects contrived 
from the Beginning, by the perfidious Enemy, 
proved but vain Attempts; fo that growing at laft 
defperate, with the greateft Confuiion and Dif-

They write from Auxerre, that the Princefs of 
Naflau had caufed her Caftle of d’Lifle, about eight 
Leagues from that City, to be fortified ; after which 
fhe armed her Domefticks, and took Abundance of 
the neighbouring Peafants into her Pay ; who hav~ 
ing chofen Commanders amongft theméelves, fpread 
eight Leagues round, burnt and pillag'd feverat 
Mamlets ; and, among{t other Enormities, carried 
off the Equipage of the Count de St. Maur; upon 
which that Lord firft complained to the Princefs,, 
and being able to obtain no Redrefs, thought pro- 
per to inform the Court of what hed pats'i, upon: 
which two Troops of Horfe, and eight Brigades of 
Marthals Men, were fint down, who invefted the 
Caftle; and, after a Blockade of three Weeks, 
fore’d the Princefs to furrender, We are aflured 
fhe was immediately conduéted to aConvent, where 
fhe remains under a Guard ; and as for her Domef- 
ticks, they are fent to the Prifons of Troyes, and 
Orders given for their Profecution.
